Y7HEREAS it is in and by the act of the 
W Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesiy’s Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled * An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, i880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geveral of Indian Affairs 
may, When he considers itin the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice te 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Tevrito- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
anmimunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person Whoafter such notice, without the per-
